MILK INSPECTION FROM THE PRO- 
DUCERS’ POINT OF VIEW. 


Read by O. W. Mapes at the On- 
ward Club of Middletown, Oct. 24, and 
printed in the New York Farmer of 
Oct. 31: 

It sometimes makes all the difference 
in the world as to the appearance of 
the subject under review which direc- 
tion you approach it from. You have 
probably heard the story of two Jews, 
one of whom was a'money lender. The 
other man wished to borrow a sum of 
money and asked if he could procure 
it of the money lender. 

“*Oh, yes! Certainly! but I will have 
to charge you 9 per cent.’’ 

‘“‘Charge me 9 per cent.,’’ exclaimed 
Jacob. ‘*What will the Good Father in 
Heaven think to see you charge me, a 
brother Jew, 9 per cent. when the legal 
rate is only 6?’’ 

‘“No trouble about that. The Good 
Father in Heaven looks down from 
away up in the sky. He sees the 9 
from the top, and it will look like a 6.’’ 

So, I presume, the quesiton of milk 
inspection takes on a different aspect 
when viewed from different standpoints. 
The practice lately begun of city health 
departments sending inspectors out to 
the farms to supervise the production 
of the milk supply has given rise to 
much unfavorable comment and resist- 
ance on the part of producers, and it is 
destined, I believe, to create still 
greater disturbance, as soon as farmers 
have time to get their bearings and 
‘*find out where they are at’’ under 
this new order of things. 

It is now generally admitted that the 
inspectors may be treated as trespass- 
ers as soon as they get outside.the lim- 
its of the city. How long, think you, 
would a lot of business men or bank- 
ers, or insurance companies, or trans- 
portation corporations submit to being 
investigated and inspected by parties 
that have no authority in law? I great- 
ly fear that there would have been some 
‘*spilling of tea’’ long before this. 

The production of the modern micro- 
scope( with its thousand eyes, has re- 
vealed to us the myriads of living or- 
ganisms often present in milk and other 
substances that were heretofore avholly 
unknown and unsuspected. This knowl- 
edge helps to enable us to aceount for 
many things that were before incom- 
prehensible to us, but we must remem-

is yet in its infancy. We must not 


_make haste too quickly along untrodden 


paths. 

At the same time it.is possibly for- 
tunate that we sometimes have impet- 
uous men with warm blood in their 
veins at the front, like Dr. Thomas 
Darlington, and Theodore Roosevelt, 
and Z. K. Green, and others whom I 
could mention. Their very mistakes, 
if honestly made, often lead up to a 
point where we can turn back and start 
anew on the straight road towards the 
desired goal. One mistake which I 
desire to call attention is in supposing 
that a glass of milk swarming with 
bacterial life, sour milk- if you please, is 
necessarily detrimental to the public 
health. One of my earliest recollee- 
tions is of attending the funeral of my 
great-grandsire, who died of old age at 
upward of 90 years. My grandfather 
lived to about 90 years, and my father 
has just died at 88. 

It has been and is today a common 
oceurrence in our family to see a bowl 
of milk standing on the kitchen shelf 
near the stove, to hasten the multipli- 
eation of bacteria. What does it 
mean in these days of certified milk? 
Does it mean death and destruction? 
Well, hardly! It just means pancakes 


‘or shorteake. I suppose that, if grand- 


father could have counted the bacteria 
in that bowl of milk, he would have 
been seared to death long before he was 
fourscore and ten. 

You will probably say that those 
paneakes are baked on a hot griddle, 
which is death to bacteria. How about 
the Irishmen who came to our shores 
in such‘ numbers forty or fifty years 
ago to build our railroads and canals, 
and were models of physical health and 
endurance? Their principal diet on 
their native bog was potatoes and but- 
termilk, and the buttermilk did not go 
over a hot: griddle either. 

I have not a word to say against 
certified milk with the least possible 
bacterial count, where it is to be used 
as a substitute for breast milk for in- 
fants, but I do claim that one of the 
most serious mistakes that have been 
made, and one that calls for a halt and 
a new start, is in attempting to force 
the whole milk supply of the cities up 
to the same standard, regardless of 
whether it is to be used by infants or 
adults, by the wealthy or by those who 


must make a nickel buy the most possi- 


ble nourishment. 
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Another mistake which is being made 
is in paying too much attention to non- 
essentials and neglecting some of the 
essentials. I regard the white-washing

If any money is to be spent for ad- 
ditional buildings, let it first be put 
into a larger ice-house rather than into 
more air space per cow. A small stable 
ean easily be made sanitary by in- 
stalling larger ventilating flues, but you 
have got to make hay in the summer 
and store ice in the winter. You hardly 
know what a good drink of milk tastes 
like until you sample some that has 
been immersed in a tank of ice-water 
at a temperature of 40 degrees as soon 
as it is milked, and kept there until 
wanted for use. 

Even if there is a little bacteria-laden 
dust floating about the stable at milk- 
ing time, the chances are not one in ten 
thousand that they are of a species 
that will be either harmful or capable 
of rapid reproduction at that low tem- 
Most of our dealers in milk 
are satisfied to have the milk cooled in 
water at a temperature of 55 or 58 
degrees, and no serious objection seems 
to have been made by health authori- 
ties. I have produced and handled milk 
all my life, with my eyes reasonably 
wide open, and I tell you it is utterly 
impossible to keep milk in condition 
to reach a distant market in good tv. 
dition if it is not cooled far below 58 
degrees before it leaves the farm, and 
immediately after it is drawn from the 
cow. 

Possibly the advent of the milking- 
machine, by means of which milk ean 
be drawn and sealed in clean air-tight 
receptacles without exposure to the 
air, may change all this, but for the 
present we must put great stress upon 
the tank of ice water. Don’t forget, 
either, that there is a great difference 
between: a big tank of water with a 
little cake of ice floating around in it, 
and one with sufficient ice to hold the 
water and milk at 40 to 50 degrees. 


I walked into the front door of a 
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certain place of business in Middletown 
a few days ago and saw milk being 
dipped from cans and sold as loose or 
dipped milk. Going into the same place 
by the back door, where the farmers 
deliver their milk, I saw a notice posted 
by the Board of Health, saying, amung 
other things, that ‘‘no milk may be 
sold in this city that is dipped from 
cans and poured into other vessels,’’ or 
words to that effect. Is it any wonder 
that there is difficulty in getting rules 
enforced on the farm, where you have 
no jurisdiction, when we see such exhi- 
bitions of lack of discipline at home? 


I was walking along one of your 
principal streets last week when I 
smelled a fearful stench. I followed 
my nose until I came to a large tub 
standing on the sidewalk in front of a 
bakery. I thought I recognized the 
peculiar odor, but was curious enough 
to lift the lid. What do you suppose it 
contained? Eggshells that had not 
been drained too dry, and doubtless 
some that had been discarded entire as 
being too far gone to make into angel 
eake. There is every reason to believe 
that that tub, or one like it, stands un- 
der the table where your bread, cake 
and pie are made, and the broken eggs 
and shells stamped down into it until 
it becomes a question of whether the 
baker or the tub must be moved. Some 
of you have doubtless eaten bread or 
cake for your supper tonight that was 
made amid such surroundings. I am 
not worrying about that, but I often 
see farmers going into that bakery to 
buy a loaf of bread, and see Middle- 
town bread peddled and sold through 
surrounding townships. How is it going 
to affect the health of our farmers? We 
are thinking seriously of sending in- 
spectors from the town of Walkill into 
Middletown to inspect your bakeshops 
and make rules for their guidance, and 
forbidding the sale of the product of 
your bakeshops ‘in our market, if our 
inspectors are not reee'ved with epen 
arms and their orders obeyed. 

This is only one of the manv in 
sianees which 1 might name where the 
‘*shoe is on the other fooi,’’? and where 
there is a ‘‘beam’’ in some one’s eye 
that needs to be plucked. The situation 
in regard to the milk supply is like this: 


We are supplying the same kind of 
milk to the cities which we use in our 
own famiies. If it 1s injuring us, we 
have not yet found it «ut, neither have 
tne thousands of citv people who toil 
and save for fifty weeks of the year, 
cheered up by the hope that they will 
be able to get copious drafts of it for 
the other two weeks of the year, at so 
much per werk, 

Our contracts and prices are based 
on this quality of milk. If the cities 


want a better quality of milk, why 


don’t they draw up specifications of 
just what they want and invite bids 
from producers and dealers as to how 
much they will charge extra for the 
extra quality? This would seem a bet- 
ter way than to start out with a club 
and attempt to swipe extra quality for 
which no extra pay is offered. 

When looked at from the _ health 
official’s point of view, I presume it 
looks as though the club of ‘‘stop your 
milk’’ is a big stick, and easily com- 
mands the situation. I can almost see 
him swing in his swivel chair and place 
his feet on the desk, with his thumbs 
in the armholes of his vest, while he 
says: ‘‘If you don’t submit to our in- 
spection and obey our regulations, we 
ean revoke the license of the man or 
firm who buys your milk, so there you 
are. What can you do about it?: 


When looked at from the farmer’s 
point of view the big stick is not so 
formadiable os we at first supposed. 
Many of us have a written contract 
with a reliable party tucket away in 
a pigeon-hole, through which our milk 
is sold for six months in advance at a 
specified price, the milk to be pro- 
duced under specified conditions, hav- 
ing no reference to inspection by city 
officials. That contract gives us con- 
fidence to go ahead and fulfill our part 
of the contract in the belief that the 
other party wil do the same thing or 
be liable to us for breach of contract, 
regardless of any scraps we may have 
with trespassers, 


Perhaps you will say that our con- 
tract contains this clause: ‘‘It is mu- 
tually agreed that, if because of action 
of legal authorities ,the company be 
prevented or hindered from marketing 
its products, the company shall give 
notice or the fact, and shall thereafter 
be under no obligation to receive milk 
from the dairyman.’’ What do we say 
in the face of that clause in our con- 
tract? We simply say that, when city 
officials attempt to enter our farms un- 
bidden, ’’ they are not ‘ ‘legal authori- 
ties,’’ and the case is not covered in 
the contract. 


But they are legal authorities in the 
city, where the milk is sold, and they 
ean notify the dealer that, if he con- 
tinues to receive your molk, the license 
will be revolked. What about that? 
That might.scare a few farmers, but 
hardly a good lawyer. He would say 
there has been no action of legal au- 
thorities yet, nothing but threatened 
action. When the Borden Company 
comes to us with proof that action has 
actually been taken, the license re- 
voked, and the babies going hungry, 
then they will be released from their 
obligation to receive our milk. What 
next? 

Why, you say, the big stick has done 








its work; you are down and out. Not 
so fast, if you please. 

Read a little further in the contract 
and we find this provision: ‘‘But at 
the end of such period or periods, and 
when normal conditions are restored, 
the parties to this agreement shall, and 
are hereby bound to continue the per- 
formance of this agreement.’’ Then 
we are right back where we started 
from the moment the license is re- 
voked. 


The city has not effected an en- 
trance to the forbidden territory, and 
the producer will again present his 
milk for the acceptance with the con- 
tract in his hand, as soon as the license 
is restored and ‘‘normal conditions’’ 
prevail. The company will have to 
accept and pay for it, or abide by the 
consequences. The next time the in- 
spectors start out, the same perform- 
ance can be repeated. There must be 
more than one producer who can get 
along without selling his milk longer 
than the city can get along without 
the supply that is controlled by the 
Bordens. 

By way of variety some other pro- 
ducer, whose backbone is not made of 
putty, could take a hand, thus keeping 
the company as well as the city in hot 
water all the time. It is likely that 
the city as well as the dealer would 
soon tire of the hot-water treatment 
and eall a conference to arrange for 
something mutually satisfactory for all 
eoneerned. As soon as it is settled that 
our milk supply is needlessly hazard- 
ous to the public health, let us have 
milk inspection that will reduce the 
danger to the minimum, but by all 
means let it be done by men with State 
authority and applied to the milk sup- 
ply of the rural districts as well as 
to the city supply. 

The nealth of the farming com- 
munity is just as important as the city 
health can possibly be. Our _ babies 
are just as dear to us as yours are to 
you, and we have among them as many 
prospective presidents, congressmen and 
college professors as you have among 
yours, or past and current history is 
not to be repeated in the next genera- 
tion. 

All we ask is a square, deal. If 
the cities may send their inspectors 
into the country to protect the health 
of their people from harmful econdi- 
tions, we shall ask the reciprocal privi- 
lege of proteciing our people from dan- 
gerous conditions and practices in the 
city. How often have we seen our 
milk-eans come out of the city almost 
as bad as the tub of rotten eggs which 
I saw being removed from your bakery, 
yet we did not take the law into our 
own hands and go down with a 
club, saying, ‘‘Obey our orders, or you 
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get no more milk?’’ We went to the 
State Legislature, like civilized men, 
and sent officers to do our work, whose 
badge must re respected wherever their 
duties call them. 


If mistakes have been made on the 
start of the present crusade for a bet- 
er milk supply, they do not prove that 
there is no need for reforms in the 
milk production and handling. They 
only prove that, if such reforms are 
called for, there is a better way to go 
about the securing of them, and if the 
mistakes have been honestly made we 
will all honor the men who can turn 
about and take a new start towards the 
desired goal. If the quality of milk 

‘hich we are producing and using in 
our families does not suit the cities, 
let them: offer a cent a quart extra for 
milk produced under their inspection, 
and I will guarantee that they will get 

| of such milk they can use at the 
advanced price, provided they do not 
include the tubereulin test in their 
specifications. 


I do not believe there are cows 
enough available that are free from the 
taint of tuberculosis, as revealed by 
the tuberculin test, to supply the de- 
mand for milk, and it would be the 
work of years either to buy them or 
raise them. So far as infant mortality 
on account of poor milk is concerned, 
I would suggest that, instead of try- 
ing to make the whole milk supply suit- 
able for infant food ,the health depart- 
ments should see to it that depots are 
established at convenient points where 
it can be obtained at a minimum of 
cost, or even by the poor at publie 
expense. 


Why not, as well as a bed in a hos- 
pital for the sick poor, or a sanitarium 
on top of Shawangunk Mountain? 


While they are at it, I would sug- 
gest that such milk be modified to con- 
form as nearly as possible to the in- 
fant’s natural food. I believe that 
much of the infant mortality is due to 
the fact that cow milk is not a perfect 
substitute for breast milk. It is de- 
signed for a calf, and not for a baby. 
It can be modified, however, so that it 
will be a much better substitute, and 
this can be done by experts under the 
direction of the health department 
much better than by inexperienced 
mothers in the home.

A TRIBUTE TO THE HOLSTEIN- 
FRIESIAN. 


Of all the vocations of men for gain- 
ing a competency there is none more 
ancient and honorable than the pos- 
session of flocks and herds of domestic 
animals. There is a fascination in 
animate property which does not attach 
to the soil or to any other kind of in- 
animate property. The cattle which 
roamed on the thousand hills, formed, 
doubtless, the earliest live stock posses- 
sions of man. The horse and many 
other of the domestic animals were not 
of recognized utility until many cen- 
turies later. The bovine race supplies, 
in a greater degree than any other, the 
primal and necessary wants of man. 
We think it not too much to say that 
probably there is no other class of ani- 
mate possessions which commands ls 
vestments from men of a higher degree 
of intelligence, cultivated taste and 
substantial competency than horned 
eattle; and of all the breeds of cattle 
knwn there probably is no other that 
combines antiquity of lineage, uniform- 
ity of quality, greatness of size, com- 
manding appearance of the individual 
and the herd, earliness of development, 
fertility of production, adaptability to 
variations of climate, vigor of physical 
health, eapacity to make choice beef at 
a profit, and unequalled butter, cheese 
and milk production, to be compared 
to our own highly prized Holstein. It 
does seem to us that, beyond question, 
these are the cattle for the great masses 
of our people—the thrifty farmer, the 
pioneer settler, the substantial eapital- 
ist, the toiling millions—From an ad- 
dress by E. A. Powell, President of 
the Holstein Breeders’ Association of 
America at their annual meeting, Chi- 
cago, 1885.

PRIZE WINNERS MAKE RECORDS. 





A representative of Cornell Univer- 
sity Experiment Station has lately vis- 
ited the Holstein herd of M.S. Nye, at 
Preble, and supervised some tests that 
were made there. Dot Monarch De Kol 
Vale, 3 years old, made in one day 61.3 
pounds of milk, in 7 days 19.13 pounds 
of butter. This heifer is the dam of 
the first prize heifer calf at the Cort- 
land County Fair and second at the New 
York State Fair. Duck Homestead De 
Kol, 3 years old, made 68 pounds of 
milk in one day, 17.35 pounds of butter 
in 7 days. Mollie Pietertje De Kol 
Paul, 2 years old, 110 days after calving 
made 41 pounds of milk in one day, 
11.86 pounds of butter in 7 days. This 
heifer won first prize at Cortland County 
Fair. Litscke Sadie Vale, 2 years and 
11 days old, made 61.4 pounds of milk 
in one day, 401 pounds in 7 days, 14.38 
pounds of butter in seven days. This 
heifer won second prize at New York 
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State Fair. Drosky Sadie Vale De Kol, 
1 year, 11 months old, made 45 pounds 

milk in one day, 15.76 pounds of but- 
ter in 7 days. Average fat 4.26. This 
heifer won first prize at Cortland county 
and New York State Fairs and cham- 
pion over all heifers under two years 
in 1907. Mr. Nye had an offer at New 
York State Fair for this heifer of $350, 
but could see more money in her. She 
now has one of the largest A. R. O. 
records ever made by a heifer of her 
age and a very high per cent. of fat. 
De Kol Paul Concordia’s daughter made 
at 3 years 72 days after calving, 50.5 
pounds of milk in one day, 13.50 pvunds 
of butter in 7 days. This heifer won 
first prize at Cortland county and New 
York State Fairs, 1907. These six heif- 
ers were all from the same sire, Home- 
stead Hengerveld De Kol Paul. He now 
has twenty-three A. R. O. daughters.— 
Cortland Standard. 


PIMENTO IN JAMAICA. 





Consul F, Van Dyne, reporting from 
Kingston, gives the following informa- 
tion concerning pimento (Eugenia pi- 
menta). 

Pimento, a dark-colored berry, is the 
size of a pea with the remains of the 
calyx attached, and possesses an odor 
and flavor resembling a mixture of cin- 
namon, cloves and nutmegs, from which 
fact it derives the name of allspice. 
While an inferior variety grows in 
Mexico and parts of Central and South 
America, Jamaica is the only country 
in the world from which pimento is 
exported. 

The tree is a handsome one, attaining 
a height of 30 feet, with a light ashen 
or brown colored bark, which peels off 
in flakes as the trunk increases in size. 
It grows wild, and plantations of pi- 
“mento walks are established by allow- 
ing a piece of land near pimento trees 
to be come overgrown with bush, in 
which the birds deposit seeds from the 
pimento berries eaten by them, and 
from these seedlings grow. When the 
plants reach a certain size the bush is 
cleared and the pimento trees are al- 
lowed to grow up. To insure the best 
results the trees should not be permitted 
to grow closer than 20 feet from each 
other. They will grow on a poor soil, 
provided it is friable and well drained, 
as is the case on the rocky mountain 
slopes of Jamaica. 

The tree yields a crop when it is seven 
years old and the crops increase each 
year until it attains its full size. The 
berries are gathered while green, after 
the blossoms fall. The usual method 
pursued is for a person to climb the 
tree and break off the young branches 
and throw them down to the women 
and children, who pick the berries from 
the stalks, separating the green -berries 
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from the ripe ones, and then carry them 
to the drying places. The berries are 
dried on trays exposed to the sun, in 
the same manner as coffee, the process 
lasting from three to twelve days. 
American fruit evaporators are some- 
times used for drying the berry in wet 
weather. When sufficiently dry the 
seeds rattle when shaken and are of 
a dark spice color. <A third of the 
weight of the berries is lost in drying. 
They are packed in bags or casks for 
shipment. In favorable seasons as much 
as a hundred weight of dried spice has 
been obtained from a single tree. 

Ripe pimento berries are used to make 
pimento dram, a native drink. Stems 
from the live tree are fashioned into 
walking sticks and umbrella handles. 
From the leaves of the pimento an es- 
sential oil is distilled, which, added to 
rum, makes bay rum. The average an- 
nual export of pimento is about 75,000 
bags, weighing on an average of 145 
pounds each. For the year ending 
March, 1906, the amount was 91,735 
hundred weight. The year ending March 
31 last it was 85,294 hundred weigh.

CONSCRIPT OF 1813. 


A Continued Story. 
Translated from the French by the ed- 
itor of the H.-F. World. 


These Saxons said that they acted in 
defense of their country; it is false. 
They could have quitted us on the 
route from Duben; who could have 
prevented it? They might have done 
as the Bavarians did, and declared 
themselves before the battle; they 
could have remained neutral; but they 
betrayed us because they thought the 
battle was going against us. If they 
had seen that we were going to win 
they would have remained our firm al- 
lies in order to receive their share, 
as after Jene and Friedland. This is 
what each thought, and this is why the 
Saxons have been traitors from cen- 
tury to century. They not only aban- 
doned their friends in the hour of mis- 
fortune, but they assassinated them in 
order to make sure of others. Their 
new allies held them in such contempt 
that they partitioned their country 
after the battle. The French have 
laughed at this gratitude of the Prus- 
sians, the Austrians and the Russians. 

From this moment until evening it 
was no longer a humane war, as they 
say, but a war of vengeance; their su- 
perior numbers erushed us in the end, 
but the allies had to pay dearly for 
their victory. 

As the night fell, amidst the roar 
of the incessant discharge of two thou- 
sand pieces of artillery, we received 
our seventh attack in Schoenfeld; 
from one side the Russians and from 
the other side the Prussians surged in 
upon us. We heard in every street and 
every house, falling walls and sinking 
roofs. There were no more cries as at 
the commencement of the battle; they 
were cold and pale by force of rage. 
The officers had seized guns and put on 
cartridge belts; they fought as the sol- 
diers. After the houses, they defended 
the gardens, and the cemetery where 
I had slept the night before; there 
was then more dead above the surface 
than below it. Those who fell com- 
plained not; those who remained col- 
lected behind a wall, a pile of rubbish, 
or a tomb each mound of earth cost the 


life of some one. 
It was night, when Marshal Ney 


brought, from I know not where, some 
reinforcements, the remnants of the di- 
vision Ricard and of the division Sou- 
ham. All the fragments of our regi- 
ment united and drove back the Rus- 
sians from the other side of the old 
bridge, which had no longer any side 
rails, these having been shot away. 
Six twelve-pounders were placed upon 
the bridge, and till seven o’clock held 
the place. The rest of the battalion 
and some others behind supported the 
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pieces. I recall that their fire lit up 
beneath the bridge like flashes of light- 
ning, and that one could see the dead 
horses and men in a commingled mass, 
engulfed beneath the somber arches. It 
lasted but for a second, but it was a 
terrible vision! 

At half-past seven o’clock, as some 
masses of cavalry advanced on our left, 
and as we saw them eddying around 
two grand squares that were retreating 
step by step, we also received the order 
to retreat. There remained not more 
than two or three thousand men at 
Schoenfeld with the six pieces. We 
returned to Kohlgarten without being 
pursued, and we went into bivouac 
around Rendnitz. Zebede was still 
alive. We marched the one near the 
other for twenty minutes, listening to 
the cannonading which continued from 
the side of the Elster in spite of the 
night, when suddenly he said to me: 

‘‘How are we still here, Joseph, 
when so many thousands of others who 
were near us are dead? We need not 
fear death any longer!’’ 

I did not reply. 

‘*What a battle!’’ said he. ‘‘ Was 
there ever such fighting before? It is 
impossible!’’ He was right, it was a 
battle of giants; from ten o’cloek in 
the morning until seven o’elock at 
night we had held head against three 
hundred and sixty thousand men with- 
out retreating a step, and we were only 
a hundred and thirty thousand. May 
I never cast any aspersions upon the 
Germans; they fought for the inae- 
dendence of their country; but they do 
wrong to celebrate the recurring anni- 
versary of the battle of Leipsig—with 
three against one there is nothing of 
which they should boast. 

In approaching Rendnitz we marched 
over heaps of dead; at each step we 
encountered dismounted cannon, over- 
turned ecaissons, trees cut by the mit- 
rail. It was there that a division of 
the young guard and the mounted gren- 
adiers, led by Napoleon himself, had 
stopped the Swedes who advanced into 
the opening formed by the treason of 
the Saxons. Two or three old bar- 
racks, which were burning in front of 
the village, lit up this scene. The 
mounted grenadiers were still at Rend- 
nitz. A erowd of fugitive troops went 
and came in the streets. A distribu- 
tion of food had not been made, and 
each was seeking to appease his hun- 
ger and thirst. 

As we defiled before a post building 
we saw behind the wall of a court two 
suttlers, who were pouring drink from 
their earts. There was a crowd of 
sharp-shooters, lancers, cuirasseers huz- 
zars, infantry of the line and of the 
guard, a confused mass, their hats 
broken and without plumes, riddled 
with bullets, and all seemed famished.
